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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant makes several arguments, first applicant 
argues that the photoresist island taught by Bae does not depict a plurality of holes as claimed by the Applicant. This is unpersuasive, 
because on both sides of the island, the photoresist (as depicted in Fig.3B (100)) has a hole - this equates to two holes. Applicant's 
argument may be attempting to depict the plurality of holes and islands shown in Applicant's figure 3C (8), however Applicant should note 
that the figure depicts a series of photoresist islands with holes on both sides. Bae may not teach a pluarlity of photoresist islands, 
however does teach a pluarlity of holes. Consequently, Applicant's argument is not persuasive. Secondly, Applicant argues that Bae 
teaches two implantation steps whereas Applicant claims only one, hence "an implantation". However such an argument is unpersuasive 
because Applicant has used a preamble containing an open-ended transistional element "comprising the steps of:" this open-ended 
transitional element has been interpreted by the courts to allow the inclusion of additional steps to those recited by the Applicant in the 
body of the claim. 
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
